DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 contains 7 layers (3 ground, one power, 2 signal, a trace), is not clearly 
understood. The specification discussed a six-layer riser card, also see Fig 6. 

Claim 1, line 12, "containing a device" is unclear. Is the riser card having the device? 

Claim 1, line 12, 13, "wherein the trace is in electrical communication with the emi 
source" is unclear how the trace is in electrical communication with the emi source when the 
trace is shielded from the emi source by the ground layers. 

Claim 12, line 5, "a signal layer operable coupled to the ground layer" is not clearly 
understood because when the signal layer is connected to ground, it does not carry a signal. This 
feature was not discussed in the specification. Claims 1-15 are not considered over the prior art 
because of 35 USC 112 problems. 

Claims 2-11, 13-15 are included because of their dependencies.
